The Division Commander selects departure position and assembly 
areas In accordance with terrain, time on hand before the 
attack, camouflage possibility, etc. 




Command posts of all levels of command (div, regt, bn, and co) 
are located as far forward toward the front lines as possible, 
unit commanders act as PO for their units, observe effects of 
fire and direct the progress of battle from this position.
